I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1959. 

There  was  again  a small  increase  (of  IfO)  in  the  Registrar  General’s 
raid-year  estimate  of  the  population  of  the  Urban  District. 

There  was  also  a further  fall  in  the  number  of  deaths  frcm  all  causes 
c>onpared  with  the  previous  two  years,  the  number  being  1959  - 90,  1958  - 102, 

1957  - 113.  The  total  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  declined  to  2 
tK)n5)ared  with  5 in  the  previous  year  and  8 in  1957. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  continued  to  be  low  and  there  were 
no  cases  of  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  during  the  year. 

Local  Industries  - These  are  mainly  concerned  v/ith  agriculture,  but  the 
factory  operated  by  Messrs,  Glaxo  Laboratories  Limited,  in  Harmire  Road,  for 
the  production  of  Penicillin,  now  affords  en^loyment  for  a large  number  of 
persons  resident  in  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts,  The  total  number  of  persons 
en^jloyed  at  this  factory  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  approximately  650  persons, 

SANITARY  CIRCUI’JSTMCES  OF  THE  AREA, 

Water  Supply  - 

(a)  Town*  s Supply 

The  prolonged  drought  which  extended  from  April  to  November  caused  the 
yield  from  the  springs  to  fall  to  a record  lovj-  level.  It  was  apparent  in  early 
June  that  a serious  shortage  of  water  for  the  tov/n*s  domestic  needs  would  occiar 
if  the  drought  continued  during  the  summer  months.  In  the  emergency.  The 
Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water  Board  agreed  to  make  a new  6"  metered  connection 
to  the  Barnard  Castle  U.D.C,  mains.  The  connection  was  con^^leted  on  the 
25  th  June  and  re  stilted  in  a good  and  plentiful  supply  of  water  and  pressure 
throughout  the  year  which  was  one  of  severe  drou^t, 

14  saii^jles  of  vra-ter  taken  from  the  water  supply  system  were  submitted 
for  Bacteriological  Examination  and  2 sanples  were  sent  for  Chemical  Analysis, 

10  of  the  Bacteriological  samples  were  in  Class  I,  4 in  Class  II,  Of  3 
samples  taken  from  taps  served  by  water  purchased  by  the  Council  from  the 
Cleveland  and  Tees  Valley  Water  Board,  two  were  in  Class  I and  one  in  Class  II 
when  Bacteriologically  examined. 

Five  samples  taken  from  taps  served  by  the  mter  from  the  Council's  supply 
or  mixed  water  from  the  Council's  and  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water  Board’s 
supply  gave  results  as  follows:-  4 in  Class  I;  1 in  Class  II. 

Three  samples  from  Fountain  Head  Spring  vrere  in  Class  I, 

Of  three  samples  from  Stoney  Keld  Spring,  one  was  in  Class  I and  two  in 
Class  II, 

The  Chemical  analysis  of  water  from  the  tv/o  springs  serving  the  Co\incil*s 
supply  were  satisfactory, 

(b)  Regrouping  of  Water  Undertaking 

This  Council  is  in  agreement  with  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government* 
latest  circular  regarding  regrouping  of  water  undertakings.  The  Council 
representatives,  at  a meeting  held  in  June  wdth  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland 
Water  Board,  expressed  their  w/’iHingness  to  negotiate  wdth  a view  to  amalgamation 
of  the  water  undertaking.  The  Council  are  awaiting  a further  communication  from 
the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water  Board  in  this  matter. 

Refuse  Tip 

The  filling  of  the  area  near  the  highway  has  been  conpleted.  The  axea  has 
been  covered  with  a layer  of  soil,  reseeded  and  brought  back  into  grazing  land. 

The  tipping  face  is  now/  wvell  removed  from  the  hi^ay  and  is  proceeding  in 
a westerly  direction, 

A good  approach  road  has  been  formed  to  the  tipping  face;  further  fencing  and 
vdre  netting  hawre  been  erected  to  keep  the  tip  in  a tidy  condition. 

Land  to  the  west  of  the  tipping  face  not  yet  required  for  tipping  purposes 
is  let  annually  for  grazing. 


SeviTerage  and  Se\'ira.ge  Disposal. 

New  soil  and  siirface  v/ater  sevrers  have  been  completed  for  the  Bridgegate 
and  Thorngate  Wynd  redevelopment  scheme  for  Council  houses.  The  old  exposed 
sev/er  carried  on  stone  piers  alongside  the  river  \mll  has  been  abandoned  and 
recently  removed. 

The  Report  of  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  for  the  enlargement  of 
the  Sev/age  Disposal  Works  to  provide  for  the  tovm’s  present  and  future  require- 
ments for  the  next  15  to  20  years  and  the  acceptance  of  soil  drainage  from  the 
Village  of  Startforth  and  soil  drainage  from  Darlington  Road  lying  within  the 
Barnard  Castle  Rural  District  airea  has  been  received  and  is  under  consideration. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

Five  dry  closets  remain  in  the  area.  The  remainder  are  on  the  v^ater  carriage 
system,  T’.ro  dvrellings  with  dry  closets  were  the  subject  of  Closing  Orders 

during  the  year,  one  being  still  occupied  at  3^1  st  December,  1959, 

Housing.

Plans  were  well  advanced  for  the  construction  of  twelve  dwellings  to  complete 
the  redevelopment  of  Bridgegate.  The  commencement  of  the  construction  of  the 
dwellings  depends  on  the  rehousing  of  the  tenants  and  the  demolition  of  the  houses 
and  other  buildings  occupying  the  site. 

Preliminary  plans  are  also  forward  for  the  construction  of  two  dvrellings  at 
43  s.nd  A5,  The  Bank,

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  continued  to  be  extremely  low  throu^out 
the  year.  Six  cases  of  measles  (compared  with  none  in  the  previous  year)  and 
14  of  whooping  cough  (1958  *“  2)  were  notified.  There  was  a slight  increase  in  the 
nmber  of  cases  of  acute  primary  or  influenzal  pneumonia  (7  cases  compared  with 
4 in  1958). 

There  were  again  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria  notified  during  the 

year. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  scheme 

Vaccinations  against  poliomyelitis  continued  throughout  the  year  and  sessions 
were  held  at  both  child  welfare  clinics  and  schools  as  in  the  previous  year. 

During  the  present  year  facilities  also  became  available  for  inoculations  to  be 
given  by  general  practitioners  in  their  own  surgeries,  and  children  and  young 
persons  co\ild  thus  choose  betv/een  having  the  inoculations  at  the  school  or  clinic, 
or  given  by  their  o\m  doctors  at  the  surgery.  The  arrangement  still  continued 
v/hereby  the  general  practitioners  vaccinated  on  a sessional  basis  at  Child  Vfelfare 
Clinics,  In  the  case  of  school  children,  response  to  vaccination  has  been  good 
and  I find  in  the  course  of  1117  school  medical  inspections  that  a considerable 
percentage  of  the  children  has  now  been  protected  by  vaccination.  But  in  the  older 
groups  the  proportion  is  not  so  high  even  though  the  unfortunate  death  from 
poliomyelitis  of  a well  known  footballer  earlier  in  the  year  resulted  in  a temporary 
increase  in  applicants  for  a few  months,  I give  belov/  the  return  of  the  different 
categories  of  persons  who  were  vaccinated  during  the  year,

The  ntanber  of  children  aged  xinder  15  ‘'''•’'ho  received  a primary  coiorse  of 
diphtheria  combined  vi/'ith  vvhooping  cough  immunisation  amounted  to  66,  and  one 
child  received  a course  of  diphtheria  immunisation  only.  Two  children  were 
ijmnunised  for  whooping  cough, 

Eesponsibility  for  the  provision  of  facilities  for  immunisation  and  for  the 
maintenance  of  propaganda  now  rests  with  the  County  Health  Department,  Facilities 
are  provided  at  the  child  welfare . centre  for  the  imimunisation  of  children  under 
five  and  by  private  practitioners  for  children  of  any  age. 

Leaflets  dravri-ng  attention  to  the  need  for  immunisation  are  distributed  by 
post  at  the  age  of  eight  months  and  twelve  months,  and  to  encoLurage  re -inforcing 
doses,  at  the  age  of  4 yrs,  9 months.  The  County  Health  '/isitor  visits  children 
who  have  not  been  iramunised. 

In  addition,  advice  and  reminders  are  given  to  parents  by  the  School  Medical 
Officer  at  the  annual  medical  inspection  of  schools.

Tuberciilosis 


One  new  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  notified  during  the  year,  the 
patient  being  a female  aged  36  years.  One  case  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
a boy  aged  5 years,  suffering  from  tuberculous  neck  glands  v^ras  notified.

GMEEIAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SHRVICES 

Public  Health  Staff  - The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a part-time  Officer, 

A gpant  is  made  to\7ards  his  salary  by  the  Ministry  of  Health, 

The  Survejror  and  Public  Health  Inspector  are  whole-time  Officers,  Part  of 
their  salaries  are  paid  by  the  Urban  District  Council  and  part  by  the  Ministries 
of  Health  and  Transport, 

A County  Health  Visitor  resides  in  the  town,  and  part  of  her  time  is  allocated 
to  the  duties  of  Coointy  School  N\arse. 

Hospitals  - There  are  no  special  hospitals  for  I'uberculosis,  hlaternity  cases 
of  Children,  in  the  area. 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  control  of  the  Infectious  Disease 
Hospitals  formerly  administered  by  the  Auckland,  Shildon  and  Willington  Joint 
Hospital  Board,  was  taken  over  by  the  South  Vfest  Durham  Hospital  Management  Ccmraittee, 
Cases  of  infectious  diseases  requiring  hospital  treatment  are  sent  to  one  of  these 
hospitals. 


The  Richarc^son  Memorial  Convalescent  Horne,  which  \ms  taken  over  during  the 
vra.r  under  the  Emergency  Medical  Services  Hospitals  Scheme,  is  now  used  as  a 
Convalescent  Holiday  Home  for- patients  from  hospitals  in  the  County  of  Durham, 
North  Riding  of  Yorkshire  and  the  Royal  Victoria  Infirmary,  Newcastle -on-Tyne, 
Negotiations  are  at  the  present  time  taking  place  "between  the  Trustees  of  the 
Home,  and  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  v/ith  a view  to  the  Home  "being  taken  ever  "by 
the  Hospital  Board  for  use  under  the  National  Health  Service, 


Am"bulance  Facilities  - I am  inde"bted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer’s 
Ara'bulance  Department,  Durham,  for  the  follov/ing  statements  relating  to  the 
'A'orking  of  the  Ainbxilarce  Service  during  the  year. 

Barnard  Castle  ur"ban  and  rural  districts  are  served  "by  two  ara'bulance  depots, 
t'wo  ainbulances  and  four  driver-attendants.

Nursing  Arrangements. 

- ■ Home  Nxirsing  - Under  Section  25  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the 
provision  of  a Home  Nursing  Service  "became  the  responsi"bility  of  the  Local  Health 
Authorities  as  from  5th  July,  1948.  The  agreement  concluded  v/ith  the  Durham  Coiinty 
Nursing  Association,  './hereby  the  Durham  County  Council  delegated  this  aspect  of 
their  function's  to  the  Association,  ceased  to  exist  on  1st  April,  1954,  and  the 
County  Council  took  over  direct  administration  from  this  date. 

Direct  control  vs-s  also  assuned  by  the  County  Council  of  the  arrangements  made 
for  the  provision  of  a domiciliary  raid'vvife  service. 

Both  seivices  are  now  available  free  of  charge. 

Services  are  provided  for  this  area  by  tv/o  District  Nurse  Midi'/ives  resident 
in  the  to/.n.
